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House 


Senator John Tower recently in­ 
troduced a bill in Congress that 
recognizes a problem that the people 
of Hamlin and this area are well 
aware of: 
The doctor shortage is becoming 
critical! 


In presenting his 
bill, 
Senator 
Tower issued the following statement 
that supports the need for his federal 
help in this area: 


“ One of the great paradoxes of our 
day is the ever-increasing critical 
shortage of health manpower in the 
midst of the most affluent society in 
history. 


The simple fact is that there are not 
enough physicians, dentists, or op­ 
tometrists to meet our country's 
demand for health care. It is con­ 
servatively estim ated that there 
currently is a shortage of 48,000 
physicians, 20,000 dentists, and over 
10,000 optometrists nationwisde 
“This shortage is especially felt in 
hard-pressed rural and urban-core 
areas, including many Texas coun 
ties. For this reason, I have in­ 
troduced a bill in the Senate to 
provide a special tax incentive for 
health professions to locate in these 
doctor-short regions. 
“ A good example of shortages in 
rural areas is found in a recent study 
in the right-county region surroun­ 
ding San Angelo. 
“The study found that this area of 
Texas, which is larger in size than the 
states of Massachusetts and ( on- 
necticut combined, has onh 8:5 doc­ 
tors of all kinds and 76 of them located 
in San Angelo. There were no doctors 
at all in Concho or Irion county which 
have a combined population of nearly 
4,000. 
“The report further states that the 
isolated locations or many of the 
smaller towns in West I exas mean 
that too many people lack convenient 
access to the services of physicians. 
The number of physicians serving 
rural areas has declined six times 
faster than the population has 
decreased in those areas. There still 
are 134 counties in the nation without 
a doctor and 24 of those counties are 
in Texas. 
“There are 148 counties in I exas 
that 
have 
been 
designated 
as 
physician-shortage areas. In I exas 
alone, there are 42 counties which do 
not have the services of even one 
dentist. 
“The legislation which I have in­ 
troduced in the Senate is specifically 
designed to attract medical personnel 
to these shortage areas. 
“ Briefly, the bill proposes that the 
first $20,000 of the adjusted gross 
income from sources of their medical 
practice be tax-exempt for the first 
taxable 
year 
of 
practice 
in 
a 
recognized shortage area. 
“The incentive would continue for 
five years on a downward sliding 
scale. This bill further requires that 
the health professional practice at 
least two years in the shortage area.
